PREPARATION FOR PEACE 


Must be Made With llore Thorough, 


ness Than 0«r Preparation for War; 
The Industry 3tqst 'Sot be left in a 
State of Chaos; Adjustments deeded 


It remains an open question wheth- 


er conditions in lie iron and steel m- 
dustrry upon peace becoming assured 
•will be made by artificial control or 
•will be the resolt of fortuitous cir- 
cnmataccea, whether there will be 
regulation or a. drift. The United 
States iras ~7ery largely unprepared 
for war and it is quite witttin th" 
bounds of possibilities mat It will find 
itself still less prepared lor peace, 
.says the American Metal Market. 


Undoubtedly there are plans in 


Washington for regulation, but their 
precise nature is not divulged. Bven 
without a dear statement of the pro- 
gram, if there 13 one, the iron and 
steel industry has shown a receptive 
feeling. It regards wise regulation, 
for the tranaitiomry period, as dis- 
tinctly desirable from all ang.ea. 
Naturally, much doubt is entertained 
TKhetiter regulation can actually toe ac- 
complished, these doubts arising In 
cniei part from tiie legal questions in- 
volved. 
With congressional action 


an7ihinrg,that mipht be desirable could 
presumably -be accomplished, but con- 
jrreaskmal action cannot be depended 
ttpon. Tte stress of war that has 
moved Congress to act promptly on a 
Mimber of war measures,"* at least 
moch more promptly than is ite wont, 
coold not be counted upon in the case 
of reconstruction measures. 


•Whaterer be the balance of proba- 


bilities at the moment, the .possibility 
ot the matter batag left to itself Is 
clear enough to be worthy of consid- 
eration. On the basis of there being 
no fresh action, along reconstruction 
lines, the iron and steel industry 
wotiloTbe" left in decidedly chaotic con- 
dition. Of business on 'books the in- 
dustry would hare a surfeit, but there 
would be widely varying descriptions 
of business. As-10 government orders, 
few if any have been piaeed with, any 
positive arrangement as to what is to 
become of the orders in the event of. 
peace. Some of the steel ordered 
would still be n«.4ed, some would not, 
and it would be out of the question for 
orders to be carried out if the material 
were not needed. Adjustments will 
have to 'be made in the case of ahell 
steel, for instance. In the case of rail- 
road and ship steel, the material will 
still be needed. Prices on such steel 
are prices ruling at the time of deliv- 
ery as fixedi by any recognized govern- 
ment agency. Such pnces are now 
War Industry Board prices, but the 
authority is not necessarily' confined 
to mat board. All the pronouncements 
have referred to any recognized gov- 
ernment agency. Hitherto prices have 
been fixed quarter by quarter. The 
present prices cover deliveries through 
December 81, war or no war. 


As to orders on books of steel pro- 


ducers from commercial consumers, 
ttiese are of various characters and at 
various prices. Possibly some busi- 
ness is on tbe books'at less than the 
jiresent set prices, while there is a 
•very conehterabif amount of old busi- 
ness on books that is at higher than 
Ihe set -prices. So far as concerns the 
price, the mills are not now debarred 
from shipping on such orders, the reg- 
Izlation (being on deliveries while the 
governing- element Is the purpose for 
which the material would be used. 


The sate course for all interests, 


producers and consumers, to pursue at 
th« present time Is to hope that there 
•will be wise and proper regulation in 
tte transitionary period from war to 
peace, and to prepare for business 
having to get through the period as 
best it can, without such regulation.
